Six questio ns were put to the exe­ 
cutive by Pro secuting Atto rney Jo hn­ 
so n, when the go verno r turned inquis­ 
ito r and put the pro secuto r o n tlie 
grill, resulting in a lively tilt, when 
the go verno r questio ned Mr. Jo hnso n 
abo ut a $250 fee he received fro m the

Dealers* asso ciatio n

chamber. 
Pellom is the detective who made 
•affidavits against Prosecuting Attor­ 
ney Rowiand L. .Tohnson and Sheriff 
George Herpel on August 20, charg­ 
ing these county officials with dere­ 
liction of duty. 
Pellom, who appeared in Clayton 
yesterday shortly after 
noon, 
and 
v/as called before the grand jury to 
cisclose his knowledge 
of 
alleged 
iawjess conditions in the vicinity of 
ihe 
old 
Delmar race track, stated 
that he had been employed by the 
authorities of T’niversity City since 
September of last year to do special 
detective w'ork, and that he was fa- 
maliar with every house where the 
law was violated in the infested dis- 
tiict. 
There has been absolute secrecy 
in the movoments of Pellom since he 
made affidavits against J ohnston and 
Herpti, as far as the county authori­ 
ties are concerned, for a subpoena 
which had been issued for the detec­ 
tive had not been served up to the 
time 
he 
voluntarily 
appeared. 
A 
man who is a stranger in Clayton 
approached J udge Ryors in the law 
library and asked him is he desired 
to have Pellom appear in court.

mained in the grand jury room for 
more than an hour. 
Assistant Attorney 
General

iiish 
and 
Special Prosecutor Wolf 
v/ere 
in 
the grand jury room and 
took an active part in handling the 
witness. 
It w'as evident from the 
vigorous questioning than an effort 
was being made to either discredit 
his testimony or obtain from him a 
complete statement of what he knew* 
concerning alleged law’less conditions 
in the county. 
Johnston and Pellom Talk. 
Pellom came through the double 
doors with a rush when dismissed, 
and walked straight to where Prose­ 
cuting Attorney was standing, and 
engaged 
in 
earnest 
conversation. 
J ohnston stated later that they were 
discussing the petition filed by Pel­ 
lom against Herpel, and which is in 
the hands of the prosecuting attor­ 
ney for action. 
J ohnston 
also 
re­ 
minded 
his hearers 
that 
he 
had 
asked Gov. Folk for assistance in the 
matter, 
requesting 
that the list of 
V itnesses furnished by 
Pellom 
be 
forwarded for use in the case. 
Pellom admitted 
to a newspaper 
man that he was the individual who 
had been arrested in St. Louis on a 
serious 
charge, but stated that 
he 
as only 16 years old at the time, and 
referred to the incident as a “ boyish 
prank.” 
Pellom said: 
“ Of course, 
I expected to .ha ve all this record 
come out when I started the investi- 
'gation. 
I hope you will give me cred­ 
it for that much common sense; but 
I did not expect to see a boyhood 
prank magnified until it 
made me 
look like a hardened crimiual. 
Let 
me tell you. the w*ay they have gone 
into this matter and magnified

Friends have come to nie and urged 
me to lay bare my life and show* the 
world tliat I am honest and square. 
I hnve been thankful for their en­ 
couragement, but I diii not wish to 
be placed in the attitude of weighing 
my character against that of my ac­ 
cusers. 
"I have been acting for the good 
of tiie community and the public in 
general in this matter; and not for 
the money there is in it. for any one 
who knows mo will tell you that I 
could be making more money else­ 
where.
